COLUMBUS, 0., November 7.—With a 


plurality of 87,000 and two-thirds of both 
branches of the legislature, McKinley 
has won the most decisive victory re- 
corded in 0!)io aincfi the civil war. It 
has been mm on national issues. This 
would not have been a surprise two weeks 
ago, but after the action of congress 
thereseemt'd to be such a reaction that the 


overwhelming vote is a surprise. Dem- 
ocrats did not allow the contest to go by 
default, but made a most vigorous fight 
with harmonious working forces. Ex- 
Governor Campbell canvassed the state 
for Lawrence T, Neal all last week, and 
the Democratic committee was hoiHiful 
after congress had reached decisive 
action. The weather was pleasant all 
over the state, and there was a lull vote 
of over 800,000. Tlie decisive results of 
former years have been because of the 
small vote of those of one party or the 
other not turning out, but the voters 
were out today all over the state, and 
McKinley has a majority over all, with 
the Democratic, Prohibition and^Popu- 
list tickets opposed to him. This Is the 
first majority over all any state-candi- 
date has had since Foster's election just 
after Garfa'eld's death in 1881. Repub- 
licans are apprehensive on one part of 
their victory. The. legislature elected 
today does not select a United States 
senalor, and it is over two-thirds Re- 
publican, the strongest since the war, 
with such a large working majority they 
fear such legislation by city members as 
may lead to defeat two years hence, 
when another legislature Is to be se- 
lected that will choose Senator Kryce's 
successor. 


After the returns became known the 


places for receiving tlio news were 
changed into jollification meetings, and 
speeches were made by Chairman Dick 
of DolHver. Iowa, and others, eulogizing 
JIcKinlisy as a man of destiny, and 
nominating him for President. At 2 
a.m. Chairman Dick said the returns 
iniliratc a plurality of 87,000 for Mc- 
Kinloy.

It appears from the papers in the case 


Jiat on the 1st of February, 1892, the 
Board of Trustees of that city appointed 
Higgins as chief engineer, but on the 
7th of March following the board de- 
clared the position vacant and nppoint- 
:d Walton to fill the vacancy, with in- 
structions to the city marshal to put 


iin in possession of the iire apparatus. 
FTiggius brought suit to enjoin Walton 
from taking possession of the oilice, and 
Aio supreme court granted a temporary 
njunction but subsequently dissolved 
t. From the latter order Higgins ap- 
pealed. 


In affirming the order of the court be- 


low, the supreme court holds that, as 
the term of oilice of chief engineer is 
not fixed by the state constitution nor 
.leclared b"y law, the appointment of 
Higgins continued only during tlie 
pleasure of the appointing power, and 
therefore lie was rightly removed. 


Sentences Commuted.

Douglass was Bent np from 


b'resno in 1891. lie had once before 
been convicted and sentenced from Kern 
county to the state prison for man- 
slaughter. 


Tlie sentence of H. U. Fick for eight 


years was commuted to three years. He 
was sentenced in 3891 from San Joaquin 
county for kidnaping a Chinese woman. 
The reasons for commutation are that it 
was Fick'e first offense, that he waa not

SACKED THE TOWN.

Wounded iu Europe's Largest 


Play House. 


BARCELONA, ^November S.—A dyna- 


mite bomb thrown by anarchists into 
the midst of a crowded theater is the 
latest outrage and disaster in Spain. 
The Li ceo theater, the largest in Europe, 
was filled last night with a distinguished 
audience, estimated to number 4000. 
While the performance was in progress 
two dynamite bombs were hurled from 
the topmost gallery into the midst of the 
stalls. 
One exploded and scattered 


death and destruction on every side. 
After a moment of paralyzing terror, 
fears of other bombs being thrown,over- 
came all reason and thb audience made 
a mad rush for the exits. 


The stalls where thd bomb exploded 


were a mass of splintered wreckage, 
amid which lay a large number of dead 
bodies, some mangled beyond recogni- 
tion. When the wreckage was finally 
cleared away fifteen bodies were re- 
vealed, six uieu and nine women, all 
[rightfully torn and disfigured. 
In tlio stalls adjoining, groaning with ' 


pain, lay many Jadiea and gentlemen 
who were wounded. Several were so 
severely hurt they cannot recover. 


Attention was next turned to tbe exits 


and stairways. Here three dead bodies 
and a largu number of seriously wounded 
were picked up. 


Great crowds surrounded tbe theater 
ll night. The bomb thrower escaped, 
but the police are making a general 
round-up of anarchists in hope of getting 
some clew to the dastard who threw the 
bomb. The missile which did not ex- 
plode is an exact counterpart o! those 
used by Palemas, the anarchist who 
tried to assassinate General Martinez at 
Campos. 


An Italian, Maurice Saldnni, has been 


arrested on suspicion of being responsi- 
ble for the outrage. Late tonight Sal- 
dani made a confession. Several well 
known Spanish anarchists have been 
arrested on suspicion that they have 
knowledge of the crime.

DECIDES TO COME FItOM ITS RE- 


TIREMENT. 


Stolen From Dr. Maupiu Two Years 


Ago -On Exhibition at 


Oakland. 


Ei>m>H REITBI.ICAS;—In your i«nc of 


November 7th appears in the telegraphic 
news an item 
from which I (ju..te 


the following: "A special firm Wash- 
ington says that the next steamer 
from Hawaii for ?an Francisco will prob- 
ably bring news of the action of Minister 
Willis under his instructions from the 
state department to the provisional gov- 
ernment. It is declared he. was in- 
structed to inform the provisional gov- 
ernment that the United States regards 
the dethronement of the queen as due 
entnely 10 Minister Stevens and the 
landing of troops from the United States 
steamer Hoston; that the queen was 
unlawfully overthrown, by the represen- 
tatives of the United States, and as a 
mere matter of abstract justice the 
wrong should b« righted," 


The United States referred to above 


must mean Czar Cleveland, for no 
chance has been given the people of the 
United States to express their opinion 
on the subject through their representa- 
tives in congress. The dethronement of 
Liliuokalani was due to her utter disre- 
gard for the interests of the representa- 
tive people of her kingdom, those whose 
money and brains had made it possible 
for her to become Queen of the most 
nrospcrous and civilized group of islands 
in the Pacific ocean. Her dethronement 
was accomuliahcil, and a provisional 
government formed, Itefore any assist- 
ance was asked from the ollicers of the 
"United States steamer Boston; and that 
assistance was only asked to protect life 
and property while the provisional 
government was formulating plans for 
its future guidance. 


The result of mature deliberation was 


that the said government should ask the 
United States to annex the islands, and 
in consequence (never for one moment 
thinking that it would meet with a re- 
fusal) hoisted the American Hag over 
the country and called upon the repre- 
sentative o'f that country to protect it. 
What the result of the labors of the 
commission sent from Hawaii was, is a 
matter of history, as is also the igno- 
minious hauling down of the American 
flag by order of Mr. Cleveland. 


The oflicers of the provisional govern- 


ment are all men of sterling qualities, 
and every one of them closely identi- 
fied with the business interests of the 
country, at the same time representing 
the best clement of Hawaii's foreign 


vote for representatives, and an income 
of $600 removed all restriction and 
granted the recipient full franchise, pro- 
vided he could eltow tlie proper educa- 
tional qualification?. In this irauciiue 
are iucluded a large number of forejjrn 
laborers, who pay no taxes except i*>!l 
tax, who have never acquired any prop- 
erty nor tare to, and whose* iuter»t m 
the" country ceases as soon as it becomes 
necessary for them to make a struggle 
for existence.

loudest for the restoration of the queen; 
while the missionaries, as they are con- 
temptuously dubbed, are the supporters 
of the provisional government, in oppo- 
sition to a debauched and licentious 
monarchy, and are using every lawful 
endeavor to have the United States 
annex the inlands or else form a power- 
ful protectorate that will assure them

The mummified body of the man 


found at tlie mouth of Cautua canyon 
nearly two years ago, which was after- 
wards stoleu from tho barn of "Dr. W.T. 
Maupin, has come from its retirement, 
and is now, or soon will be, on exhibi- 
tion at Oakland. 


The mummy was found by two men 


named Hall and IRlkinson, who brought 
it to this city. They exhibited it for a 
few days, charging an admission price, 
but tb« coroner and Dr. W. T. Maiipiu 
soon put a stou to that. The former, by 
virtue of his office, appropriated it and 
had it interred, though it was under- 
stood that the mummy was subse- 
quently to be exhumed and dedicated to 
science. 


The finders of the mummy were by 


no means inclined to lose so profitable a 
curio and brought suit to recover it. 
The case was tried before Judge Harris, 
who gave judgment for the, defendants, 
the coronerand Dr. Maupin. 


Fearing that the mummy would be 


damaged by being in the damp ground, 
Dr. Maupin" had it exhumed and hauled 
to his barn. It was bis purpose to keep 
it there until throoughly dry, when he 
intended to give it to tho California 
Academy of Sciences. The mummy 
had suffered some from the interment, 
the stomach being still soft, and Dr. 
Maupin sprinkled it liberally with sul- 
phur, hoping to »et rii! of the maggots 
which were honeycombing the body 
with holes.""-- 


A few days later the mummy *:is 


stolen from the barn and the doctor 
heard nothing definite about it. until 
last Sunday, when ho read in a San 
Francisco fiapcr that the curio was m 
possession of a man named R. P. Parker 
of Oakland, who intended exhibiting it. 
Parker give? quite a long account oi how 
it came into his possession. The men 
wbo stole it from Fresno, he says, car- 
ried it back to the Coast Range and hit. 
it where a jutting shelf of rock protected 
it from the elements. These men went 
East, but before they went they confided 
their secret to another man, and he to 
another, who told Parker. Parker and 
a companion went to the hiding place of 
the mummy and found it. It. was in a 
perfect state of preservation. 


There is not the. slightest doubt of the 


genuineness of the mummy. It is a 
curio of considerable scientific value, 
and Dr. Maupin, as soon as lie has as- 
certained that Parker has really posses- 
sion of it, will take steps to recover it. 
It will be possible for the doctor to make, 
it exceedingly unpleasant for Parker 
and the men who stole the mummy.

Thanksgiving time we naturally are in- 
clined to think of turkey, and wonder 
where we will bft able to secure a good 
itt one for that occasion. We have 
often been led to wonder why there are 
not more turkeys rai?wl here in Califor- 
nia. They bring a good price, and here 
... this dry climate they are easily 
raised. I have asked several fanners 
whv they do not raise more, and the 
reason given was, "The difficulty oi 
bringing them through the spring and 
wet months." 
Now, it is hardly necessary to say to 
the experienced that turkeys tire exceed- 
ingly delicate during the 
first two 


mouths of their existence, and require 
very careful attention and management 
at this time, but after they are two or 
three months old they gradually Income 
Lardy, and will soon need less care than 
other poultry. 
Upon entering the busi- 
ness of raising turkeys one of the most 
important points is the selection of 
breeding stock. Too much cannot be 
said in regard (o thi?, for it is of the 
greatest importance tb.it tho 
parent- 


slock should be etrony, healthy and of 
good si/e. The variety has but little to 
do with it so lone as they are large, 
healthy and well mated. When young 
and tender they should always have a 
yood shelter to use when necessary, and 
should as far as possible be kept on dry, 
elevated ground, ns they arc always 
found in their natural, wild 
state. 


When turkeys are young they are not 
ducks; water is fatal to them. A hbe- 
cral sprinkling of straw or chaff about 
their yard will be found benetic 
tfter the;

preserved by the cold-storage process. 
When asked why he and others did not 
deal exclusively in the California pro- 
duct, inasmiK-h as they were of the 
same variety as the other, the fruit man 
confidentially informed me that it was 
more profitable for him to sell tlie for- 
eign grapes, as they cost less—that was 
the only reason.

Just now, industrial New hnglnml, 


out of a job, with a cold winter near at 
hand, is looking rather longingly, but 
shyly, Ciiliforniaward. The whirling 
wheels of industry make merry music, 
nnd have a comforting influence upon 
many thousands of New Englanders 
while they hum, but when they stop, 
and remain quiet for an ' indefinite 
period, as they are quite generally doing 
now, tho result is a very large and 
aching void, and the poor mechanic and 
mi.I ham! with a dependent family on 
his hands, and nothing in sight to 
which he can turn his hands (or the 
wherewithal to keep him and his from 
impending hunger and cold, is apt to 
look upon those selfsame wheels as a 
mockery and an example of the insta- 
bility of mechanical pursuits in general.

mother. I would much rather trust the 
barnyard hen with the incubation of 
her eecs and the care ol her poults than 
the turkey ben; hut I like n machine 
incubator and 
brooder better than 


either, as the "hen" and turkey hen 
both cause tlie death ol too many when 
young by trailing them through the 
dew and wet grass too early in the 
morning, causing them to catch cold 
aud to die, either of catarrh or diar- 
rhcva. With a brooder, however, you 
can always have them under your eye 
until they arc strong enough to stand 
tlie wet, cold mornings.

weeks old. 
The amount of bug?, grass- 


hoppers ami worms they pick up iltmni:

This document is 
equivalent to a life diploma and is 
granted to California 
state Normal 


school graduates who show a successful 
experience \n teaching for.two years. 


Mis. Susan M. Koberta was recom- 


mended foi- a life diploma upon her 
grammar grade certificate from this 
county, she having bad the requisite ten 
years* experience. 
The board adopted the following rule 


in reference to recommendations to the 
state board for life and educational di- 
plomas : 
"Under section 1521 of the Political 


Code Of California, providing for the is- 
suance of educational and lif« diplomas, 
when recommended by county boardsof 
education, this board "has adopted the 
following resolution: 
"That we will recommend to the state 


bonrd only such applicants as furnish 
recommendations as successful experi- 
ence in teaching signed by at least two 
trustees of the districts in which they 
have taught." 


The following instructions concerning 


the new state advanced geography were 
ordered to be sent to the teachers of tbe 
various districts in this county : 


"The new book need not be purchased 


except where new classes are being 
formed. Where the book is used tbe 
sixth grade will begin with North Amer- 
ica, on page 42, and take to Eurasia, 
page 104. The seventh grade will com- 
plete the subjects of the book not taken 
up by the sixth grade."

Kirk IB "preparing a catalogue of the 
teachers' library in his otlice. It con- 
tains inanv valuable Ivooks on educa- 
tional subjects, and the teachers are 
invited to patronize the library more 
freely.

edy an evil that has cost the rnisiu 
growers a net loss of not less than $200,- 
000 a year. 


When the growers cease to furnish tbe 


commission packers and their unscrupu- 
lous brokers with the capital to tight 
each other then, aud not till then, will 
this needless and ruinous price, cutting 
stop. 
Compel them to nay out their own 


coin ior raisins and they will at once 
stop cutting each other's and the grow- 
er's throats. 


But how can it be done? Let all the 


large growers pack their own crops and 
do their own selling; and thu small 
growers pack their raisins in 50 and 100 
pound boxes; put their own brands on 
them; store, them in a warehouse and 
draw enough money from local banks 
on warehouse receipts to meet tbe cost 
of packing and drying, and the buyera 
will soon come to'take them.

tlie Fresno Flume and Irrigation Com- 
pany, was in the city yesterday, and in 
:in interview furnished some interesting 
facts iu connection with the enterprise 
that company has in hand. 


He states that the ilumo is completed 


from Pino Ridge down to within three 
mill's of Clovls Station, and will reach 
that i»int bythe 1st of December, as tbe 
company has 150 men employed on the 
work. 
' 


Tbe company's mill is completed and 


in working order, with a capacity of 
70,000 feet of lumber daily. 


I jist spring tbe dam put in at the head 


of the works was partially destroyed, 
owing to an unileroalcnlation of the 
amount of water to bo handled through 
the waste gate, thy damage amounting 
to about $5000. 
This accident, however, proved to be 


a fortunate one for the company occur- 
iug at. tbe beginning of the work, as it 
enabled them to measure the amount of 
water to be handled. Tho dam was 
strengthened and increased eight feet 
in height and the waste way enlarged so 
as to meet every possible emergency.

In fact this is the most im- 
portant valuable enterprise for the city 
that has been inaugurated for a number 
of years.
